RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 
Mr. B ryan seem s to be sensitive 
on the question of “ borrow ed politi­ 
cal clothes.” and in nearly all of his 
speeches since his return from E u­ 
rope he has accused the republican 
party of borrow ing from the dem o 
eratle platform in his reco m m en d a­ 
tion for railroad raie legislation. The 
“ peerless le a d e r” of the dem ocratic 
pa rty need not worry about this m a t­ 
ter. It is true tha t the dem ocratic 
national platfo rm had a plank de­ 
m anding m ore stringent legislation, 
but if Mr. 
Bryan will 
rem em ber, 
P resident R oosevelt’s first recom m en­ 
dation on this subject was in Pis first 


an n ual m essage to congress in 19 01, 
and has been in all his m essages since 
tha t date. 
But P re sid en t Roosevelt m ade ¡10 
claim to originality in this recom ­ 
m endation, any m ore tha n he gav< 
credit to the dem ocratic party and 
Mr. B ryan for a paten t right on it. 
1’he presiden t simply followed in the 
republican pathw ay tha t has been a 
highw ay of rate legislation for tw en ­ 
ty years 
past. 
The original 
act 
creatin g the 
in te rstate 
com m erce 
com m ission was passed by a republi­ 
can congress nearly tw enty years ago. 
and there has not been a republican 
congress since tha t tim e which has 
not am ended the act to mal:e it m ore 
effective. 
R ailw ay rate legislation is a pol­ 
icy of the United States governm ent, 
and will be as long as the republi­ 
can party controls the governm ent. 
It is sim ply a developm ent of the 
old republican policy tha t this is a 
n ation and not sim ply a federation of 
states; tha t the federal governm ent 
has the power to control and re g u­ 
late in te rstate com m erce, as it has 
to im prove w aterw ays and construct 
public w orks. W hen Mr. B ryan goes 
back into the history of these ques­ 
tions he will find tha t until quite 
recently his party, if the dem ocratic 
is his party, has protested that the 
federal governm ent had no power to 
do these things, and tha t the repub­ 
lican party has not only claim ed tha t 
the governm ent had such power, but 
by legislation it has given the pow er 
to the ex ecutive to enforce this poli­ 
cy. All the railroad legislation now 
on the sta tute books was placed there 
under 
republican 
ad m in istratio n s, 
when the republican party had a m a ­ 
jo rity in congress and assum ed full 
responsibility for legislation. 
Mr. Bryan may not be conscious of 
this fact, hut in all his preaching 
oh 
the railroad question, prior to the 
last year, the clothes he tho ug ht w ere 
m ade to his m easure w ere sim ply a p­ 
propriated o ut of the requbliean w ard 
robe.— Springfield News.
